New Traffic Ordinance Passed 


by the Common Council 


Friday Night 


New Ordinance In Effect 


Provides Severe Penalties 


For Traffic 
Violations 


Through the passage of a new ordinance at thn Friday night ses- 


sion of the common council, i.he penalties which may bo imposed u/pon 
violators of automobile and traffic ordinance within the city are made 
to comply with those existing in the state law. 


The new ordinance which takes effect upon its publication today 


provides a penalty of not less than\$10 nor more than S100 for the 
first offense of any driver traveling within the city at a rate exce.edinp 
fifteen miles per hour. 
Any person^ convicted ot a second or subse- 


quent violation within a yearsmay be punished by a fir.e of not less than 
$5.0.00 nor more than $500. of^-h-y—imprisonment not exceeding sixty 
days, or by both such fine and imprisonment in the degression of the 
court. 


Under the new ordinance any person who.violates the provision? 


by driving an automobile while in an intoxicated condition may be 
punished by a line of not more than $10fi or by imprisonment, for not 
more than six months, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 


Any person violating any other provision ot the ordinance may be 


punished by a fine of not less than $10.0(1 and not more than 525.00. 


The ordinance will RO into effect upon its publication in this issue 


of the Tribune and Leader-Press.
